INITIAL sadness at a robbery 
turned to joy for a cafe owner after 
the community rallied around in 
support. 

Staff at Naomi’s Cafe Bar in Bridge 
Street, Banbury were delighted when 
donations came flooding in this week 
after at least £150 was stolen from the 
bar on Saturday, May 28. 

Owner Naomi Perkins, who opened 
the food and arts venue just over 18 
months ago, said the week had been one 
of her personal highlights to date. 

She said: “In a perverse way we have 
gained a lot more than if it hadn’t hap¬ 
pened. 

“It’s enough to have recouped the 
money, but it has equally been great to 
see everyone pull together. The support 
that has come from it is priceless.” 

Miss Perkins, 30, of King’s Sutton, 
worked as a telesales manager and trav¬ 
elled the world before the idea for Nao¬ 
mi’s came to her while meditating. 

After a long period of deliberation 
and a leap of faith Naomi’s was born in 
September 2014 with the help of family 
and friends. 

Since then hundreds have flocked to

the cafe to enjoy arts and crafts, bar¬ 
becues, themed and charity nights and 
to help out at the nearby Bridge Street 
Community Garden. 

But on the Saturday evening, oppor¬ 
tunist thieves entered the store while 
staff were preparing for a popular 
event, Handbags for Homeless, and 
made off with about £200 from a jar 
holding pay-as-you-feel donations 
from visitors. 

Miss Perkins said: “We had a full day 
of trading in the day and the commu¬ 
nity garden was celebrating its first 
birthday 

“It happened during that lull when 
we were getting ready for the evening 
event. I’d asked someone to watch the 
shop and they were called outside; she 
stuck her head out of the door for a 
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couple of minutes and then the jar was 
gone, with no witnesses. It was really 
gutting. We’re not flush with cash; it’s 
hard running a business at the best of 
times.” 

Word quickly got around after a 
chance conversation with a customer 
the following day, Miss Perkins said, 
and the donations started rolling in. 

An online whip-round gathered £130 
for the cafe in a single day, and staff 
have been inundated with cards, flow¬ 
ers and extra tips. 

Thames Valley Police spokesman 
Abell Jack said: “Officers are continu¬ 
ing to investigate the incident, and ask 
that anyone with any information con¬ 
tacts them via the non-emergency num¬

BHS to shut up 
shop as retailer 
is wound down 



ONE of the Castle Quay Shopping Centre's 
biggest retailers is to close after BHS 
announced plans to shut all its UK stores. 

Administrator Duff & Phelps said the 
business will be wound down and all 163 
stores - including Banbury, above - would 
be sold to other retailers. 

Banbury Town Council leader Kieron 
Mallon said he was confident a new store 
would take on the vacant unit in Castle 
Quay. 

He said: "This is obviously a sad time for 
everyone involved in BHS, especially the 
staff. 

"As our level of unemployment is at an 
all-time low I would hope that the unit will 
be filled by another retailer and that the 
people who worked there will find new 
jobs." 

The retailerfell into administration in 
April, leaving behind a £571 m pensions 
black hole and sparking an investigation 
by BHS into its demise. 

Philip Duffy, managing director of Duff & 
Phelps, said: "The British high street is 
changing and, in these turbulent times for 
retailers, BHS has fallen as another victim. 

"The tireless work of the management 
team and employees of BHS, with the 
support of my team, were not enough to 
change the fortunes of the company." 

The retailer also has a department in the 
lights section at Debenhams in Oxford. 

Castle Quay manager Paul Jackson 
declined to comment on the closure.

A SCHEME supporting teen¬ 
agers’ mental health through 
the power of reading is being 
rolled out at libraries across 
Oxfordshire. 

The Reading Well book list is a 
range of expert-endorsed publi¬ 
cations that may help youngsters 
cope with day-to-day and psycho¬ 
logical problems. 

Every item on the list, devised 
by national charity The Reading 
Agency, is now stocked and free to 
borrow at 12 libraries run by Ox¬ 
fordshire County Council. 

Lorraine Lindsay-Gale, the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for cultural 
and community services, said: 
“We’re very pleased to be taking 
part in this scheme and hope that 
by reaching out in this way our li¬ 
braries can help make a difference 
to young people’s lives. 

“There are many pressures that 
can weigh heavily on the shoul¬ 
ders of young people these days 
and the wisdom contained in these 
books might just help them navi¬ 
gate their way through a difficult 
patch, or help them understand 
what’s going on in their head.” 

The books on the list may help 
youngsters cope with issues in¬ 
cluding anxiety, depression and 
self-harm, or tackle common pres¬ 
sures like bullying and exams. 


They include self-help and non¬ 
fiction titles such as Mind Your 
Head by Juno Dawson and Blame 
My Brain: The Amazing Teenage 
Brain Revealed by Nicola Morgan, 
as well as popular novels such as 
The Curious Incident of the Dog in 
the Night-Time by Mark Haddon 
and The Perks of Being a Wallflow¬ 
er by Stephen Chbosky. 

Ms Lindsay-Gale added: “The 
books are also a great read in their 
own right and can be enjoyed by 
everyone, so I would encourage 


anyone interested to browse.” 

The Reading Well list is available 
at libraries in Banbury, Woodcote, 
Sonning Common, Littlemore, 
Bicester, Abingdon, Witney, Did- 
cot, Cowley, Summertown, Thame 
and Wantage. The books can also 
be accessed by anyone online on 
the county council’s libraries web¬ 
page. 

Gaby Clement, an activist for 
mental health charity YoungMinds 
which helped select some of the ti¬ 
tles, said: “I believe Reading Well 


will challenge stereotypes and 
misconceptions surrounding men¬ 
tal illness, educating young people 
about mental health in general. 

“Through relation to the char¬ 
acters, it can be a way of getting 
advice without being told what 
to do. We were looking for books 
which had relatable characters 
in fiction, and ones with positive 
resolutions.”

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Talk to breathe life back 
into industrial heritage

THE sights and sounds of one of Ban¬ 
bury’s oldest factories will be brought 
to life in a historical talk at the town’s 
museum. 

Shortly before the Sapa Alcan alu¬ 
minium factory was closed in 2008, 
photographer Rosy Burke paid a visit 
and took photos and video of staff at 
work. 

From walking around the site and 
speaking to workers, she created a pho¬ 
tographic record of the factory that 
she will display at Banbury Museum 
on Saturday. 

It will offer history enthusiasts and 
the local community a rare chance to 
see the images and video footage on 
screen and to discover an often forgot¬ 
ten part of the town’s heritage. 

Ms Burke, from Chacombe, said: “So 
much of Banbury’s history took place 
in and around this factory So many 
people and their grannies worked 
there. 

“As the daughter of a metallurgist I 
am fascinated by the metal processes. 

“This was such a privilege to be able 
to witness one of Banbury’s most his¬ 
toric and dangerous industries and to 
record it for posterity before its sad 
closure.” 

The pictures, said to be never before 
seen in Banbury’s town centre, show 
62 members of staff, as well as the fires 
and furnaces. 

Photographs also bring to life the 
pouring of the liquid aluminium, the 
extrusions and the factory’s transport 
team. 

The 53-acre Southam Road works 
were demolished seven years ago, ex¬ 
cept three buildings listed by English 
Heritage. 

Banbury Civic Society pressed the 
charity to list as much as the former 
site as possible, but were told many of 
the buildings were not of adequate in¬ 
terest. 

The parts of the site given grade II 
listed status included the art deco of¬ 
fice building, gate posts and memorial 
garden.

Father convicted over images 


A DAD-OF-FIVE has been 
found guilty of possessing 
nearly 1,500 indecent im¬ 
ages of children. 

Police swooped on the 
Banbury home of Adrian 
King in April 2014 and seized 
a Hewlitt-Packard laptop, 
Packard Bell laptop and 
Samsung Galaxy phone. 

After investigating the 
devices, officers found 1,494 
indecent images of children 
- 63 in the highest category. 

King denied three counts 
of possessing indecent 
images of children. 

But a jury of nine men and 
three woman at Oxford 
Crown Court on Thursday 


unanimously found the 
34-year-old guilty of all the 
crimes. 

The court heard how the 
father-of-five had 63 
Category A images, 945 
Category B images and 486 
Category C images on 
laptops kept in the family 
home between November 
2013 and April 2014. 

Helen Guest, prosecuting, 
told the jury on Tuesday 
there had been specific 
searches on the device for 
images of children. 

She said: "The defendant 
had been searching for 
images of children and the 
reason the crown says that is 


because there was evidence 
of websites having been 
accessed. 

"During his interview he 
denied all knowledge of 
indecent images on the 
device, he had no idea of 
how they came to be on 
there. He was at a complete 
loss." 

In court on Wednesday, 
King, of Beaumont Close, 
denied all knowledge of the 
pictures and claimed he did 
not know how they came to 
be on his laptop. 

King was released on 
conditional bail; sentencing 
will be at the same court on 
June 30. 


Engine works 
decision due 

THE fate of a dilapidated steam engine 
works on Banbury's Canalside will be 
decided on Thursday. 

Councillors decided to defer a 
decision on the 150-year-old building, 
previously Cherwell Iron Works, from 
the district council's planning meeting 
last month. 

The plans are to replace the building 
with six commercial units, but the 
decision was delayed while planning 
officers looked at alternative options 
for the site. 

The meeting will take place at 
Bodicote House in Bodicote, starting 
at 4pm. 

Members of the public are welcome 
to attend.

He was stationed as far afield as An¬ 
guilla and Cyprus, where he met his 
wife Elaine, who was working as an 
RAF nurse. 

At the lunch he will represent Blind 
Veterans UK, the national charity for 
blind and vis ion-impaired ex-service¬ 
men and women. 

He said: “My wife and I were lucky 
enough to meet the Countess of Wes¬ 
sex recently, when we were invited for 
tea with a fellow blind veteran who had 
made her a bird box for her garden. 

“Neither of us have ever met the 
Queen though. 

“I, and all blind veterans, are hugely 
proud to be part of a charity that has 
the Queen as its patron, and I know 
that it will be a fantastic day” 

Mr Cantwell joined the charity six 
years ago after suffering from a genetic 
skin disease called keratosis pilaris - 
or “chicken skin” disease. 

Although the disease has never trou¬ 
bled him, a side effect he experienced 
after leaving the RAF in 1980 was that 
it made him lose his sight. 

He said: “It was very gradual so I had 
time to adjust. 

“The doctors told me they couldn’t do 
anything to fix my eyes, which strange¬ 
ly was a blessing as I had to accept it. 

“It made me adapt to my circumstanc¬ 
es.

“When you lose your sight you’re in a 
shell, and you do not realise what you 
can do. Blind Veterans showed me what 
was possible, and now I do a full range 
of activities.” 

Since joining the charity Mr Cantwell 
has taken part in skiing, cycling and 
archery, as well as organising a local 
lunch club for other blind veterans. 


Later this month the veteran will also 
be taking on a 100-kilometre walk in just 
24 hours to raise money for Blind Veter¬ 
ans UK. 

He will join a team of blind veterans in 
Yorkshire, and at 68 is thought to be the 
oldest walker taking part.

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Road rut may 
have caused 
fatal crash 

A MARRIED couple described as 
“loving and devoted” died on 
Boxing Day after their car hit a 
roadside ditch and crashed into a 
horsebox, an inquest heard. 

John Forester, 67, and Lesley 
Forester, 58, were on the A436 near 
Stow-on-the-Wold in 
Gloucestershire on the last leg of 
a Christmas trip to see family in 
Wales when they crashed head-on 
with the heavy-duty vehicle, 
which was carrying three horses. 

The impact caused the Banbury 
couple’s black Kia to spin across 
the road and the horsebox rolled 
onto its side. Gloucester Coroner’s 
Court heard on Tuesday how the 
couple sustained “substantial” 
injuries and died at the scene. 

Speaking after the inquest, the 
couple’s son Michael Forester 
said: “Dad was a loving father and 
grandfather. Mum was loving and 
kind. She was a valued member of 
the community, particularly at the 
school where she worked for 19 
years.” 

Crash investigator PC David 
Langridge explained part of A436 
had “crumbled” away, leaving a 
gully 27 metres long and at some 
points 9cm deep. Tyre marks 
showed the Kia dropped into the 
gully, suggesting Mr Forester had 
tried to steer the car out the ditch, 
pulling them into the path of the 
horsebox. 

Senior coroner Kate Skerrett 
ruled the couple died from 
multiple injuries from a road 
traffic collision.

We wear yellow because it was Lor- 
na’s favourite colour.” 

Her husband Adam, also 37, add¬ 
ed: “Lorna had a trachea fitted and 
they said she would never swim 
again, which she loved to do. But 


with Helen & Douglas’ hydrother¬ 
apy pool she could. It was the one 
thing she would look forward to. 

“Running has really helped me to 
grieve. Lorna is my inspiration.” 

A 28-strong team also turned out 
in memory of beloved Bicester boy 
Thomas Laurie, who died in Helen 


& Douglas House’s hospice aged 
nine after suffering from rare Coc¬ 
kayne Syndrome, which causes pre¬ 
mature ageing. 

Mum Catherine Laurie, 44, said: 
“We know how important it is for 
families still going through tough 
times. It’s been two years since he 



died and we are still very much sup¬ 
ported by them. It’s a lifelong thing. 

“It really was a home from home 
for Thomas. I wish he had been 
alive to come to this - he would have 
loved the paint.” 

Thomas’ 14-year-old sister Ellie, 
who also ran, still attends the char¬ 
ity’s sibling support group the El¬ 
ephant Club. 

Former Helen & Douglas House 
employee Kim Rowe, from Abing¬ 
don, ran with daughters Amy, 11, 
and Danielle, nine, who ended the 
race barely recognisable after being 
drenched with coloured powdered 
pigments. 

Mrs Rowe said: “There were peo¬ 
ple on the floor who scooped up the 
paint and threw it. 

“We definitely recommend it, it 
was really fun.” 

Hannah Barrett, events manager 
for Helen & Douglas House, said: 
“It’s about living life to the full and 
supporting each other. It reflects 
our positive atmosphere.”

New Car Road Test 



Audi’s estatement of intent 



THE fifth generation Audi A4 
Avant claims to be class-leadingly 
efficient, hi-tech and, yes, practi¬ 
cal. There’s a 510-litre boot that’s 
bigger than you might expect 
from a car in the compact execu¬ 
tive market segment and the 
usual cool, classy Audi ambience. 
You’d like one. 

Background 

Every now and then, the car 
industry seizes upon a concept 
and rival manufacturers will 
indulge in a feeding frenzy to sat¬ 
urate the market. With hindsight, 
some of these concepts aren’t at 
all clever. In the late Eighties, vir¬ 
tually every manufacturer 
rushed a four-wheel drive saloon 
car, hatchback or coupe to mar¬ 
ket. The Nineties saw a sudden 
spike in sales of small SUVs that 
fell over when pointed at a corner, 
while in the early Noughties, pre¬ 
mium manufacturers fell over 
themselves to launch estate ver¬ 
sions of their compact executive 
models that often actually held 
less luggage than the saloon cars 
they were based on. Every one of 
them an evolutionary dead end. 

In contrast, the latest smartly- 
styled and more efficient Audi A4 
Avant demonstrates that in the 
battle between fashion and func¬ 
tionality, there’s only ever one 
long term victor. 


Driving Experience 

The A4 has always struck an 
appealing balance between han¬ 
dling and comfort and with this 
MK5 Avant model, the Ingolstadt 
engineers have sought to improve 
its credentials still further by 
developing a new five-link suspen¬ 
sion system. 

Optional adjustable shock absorb¬ 
ers with ‘sports’ and ‘comfort’ 
modes will enable owners to get the 
most from this and a dynamic 
steering system is another extra 
cost feature that’ll reward those 
you like their driving. Both fea¬ 
tures can be controlled through the 
standard Audi drive select driving- 
dynamics system, which alters 
throttle response and auto gear¬ 
shift timings in its most basic form. 
Talking of auto gearshifts, the old 
CVT automatic gearbox has gone, 
replaced by a seven speed dual 
clutch‘S tronic’ unit that claims to 
be able to improve both perfor¬ 
mance and fuel consumption. 

Design and Build 

Styling is a subjective matter, and 
it’s probably not our place to tell 
you what looks good but let’s just 
say that this MK5 model A4 Avant 
has dodged the ugly stick by quite 
some margin. The stylists have 
been very clever in that they have 
retained a fairly high roofline at 
the back for load volume purposes 


but have artfully used chrome fin¬ 
ishing to draw the eye to the sleek 
window lines instead. 

This time round, the A4 is lighter 
- significantly so in fact. A hi-tech 
‘MLB’ platform uses high strength 
steel and aluminium to reduce 
weight by up to 120kg compared to 
the old model, despite this MK5 
design growing in all areas except 
height. As for styling, well here 
there’s a clear evolution on what 
went before, with all features 
sharpened and defined. Special 
attention has been paid to aerody¬ 
namics, this A4 boasting the lowest 
drag coefficient in its class. 

Market and Model 

Prices start at just over £27,000, 
which means a premium of around 
£1,400 over the saloon model. That 
means this A4 Avant is competi¬ 
tively priced against its premium 
rivals when trim levels and power 
outputs are taken into account. 
There’s a choice of three transmis¬ 
sion options, a six-speed manual 
gearbox, plus two auto set-ups, a 
seven-speed dual-clutch S tronic 
and an older-tech eight-speed tip- 
tronic. 

All trim levels include alloy 
wheels of at least 17-inches in size, 
Xenon headlights with LED day¬ 
time running lights, the ‘Audi 
smartphone’ interface, the ‘Audi 
drive select’ driving dynamics sys¬ 


tem, three-zone climate control and 
a 7-inch colour MMI infotainment 
monitor. We’d want to look at a cou¬ 
ple of key options. The ‘Audi phone 
box’ connects smartphones to the 
on-board antenna and charges 
them. 

Meanwhile, for discerning hi-fi 
fans, a Bang & Olufsen 3D Sound 
System with innovative 3D sound 
is available. 

Cost of Ownership 

If you don’t care about the bonnet 
badge, it’s tempting to think that 
you could save £4,000 or so on a 
mechanically very similar 
Volkswagen Passat Estate but 
before you do, make sure to take 
residual values into account. Add 
all the figures up at the end of the 
day and you may well find that 
there’s less in it than you thought. 

Running costs are of course a 
vital consideration in this segment 
and this A4 offers some impressive 
numbers thanks to this generation 
model’s weight reductions and that 
sleeker shape. The volume 2.0 TDI 
150PS ultra diesel Avant variant 
should return over 70mpg on the 
combined cycle and manages C02 
emissions of 104g/km. Opt for the 
pokier 2.0 TDI 190PS Avant variant 
and the fuel figure will be similar, 
while the C02 reading is still 106g/ 
km, so there’s no huge penalty for 
the extra performance. 


Summary 

Only very rarely does an excel¬ 
lent product fail. When this hap¬ 
pens, it is usually down to poor pro¬ 
motion, but that’s certainly not 
going to be the case with Audi’s 
marketing machine at work. The 
truth is that this MK5 model A4 
Avant is a very tough car to fault. 
It’s superbly built, it’s big enough 
to make a decent first of being a 
properly practical estate car, it 
rides on the exemplary A4 chassis 
so is a strong proposition for enthu¬ 
siastic drivers and, when whole life 
costs are examined, it’s surprising¬ 
ly cost effective to run.

Used Car Road Test 


by Jonathan Crouch 



Sense and sensibility 



TOYOTA’S Avensis has always pro¬ 
vided customers in the medium 
range Mondeo segment with a safe, 
conservative set of wheels. The 
third generation version continued 
that tradition when it was first 
launched in 2008, but it lacked a lit¬ 
tle in terms of style and technology 
Toyota aimed to put that right when 
the time came for this design’s first 
facelift in 2011 and the changes 
made were enough to sustain this 
car until further more far-reaching 
changes could be made in 2015. So, 
does an Avensis from this era make 
secondhand sense? Let’s find out. 

The History 

Toyota has its own idea of what a 
medium range Mondeo-sized car 
should be. It isn’t shared by most 
motoring hacks but it is appreciated 
by business people who spend many 
miles in the company’s Avensis 
model. For these drivers - and the 
family buyers like them - cutting 
edge handling and fancy design are 
all very nice. But they’d cheerfully 
swap that final tenth of turn-in and 
that avant garde dashboard for more 
practical virtues. Running costs 


that equal a lower benefit-in-kind 
tax rating and more in their pay 
packet. Technology that keeps them 
in communication on the move and 
gets them home quicker. These are 
the people that the third generation 
Avensis was created for in 2008. 

They weren’t quite satisfied by that 
car but they responded much better 
to this facelifted version, first intro¬ 
duced in 2011. 

It featured greater efficiency, more 
technology and a smarter look. Just 
enough to meet the class standard so 
that there was nothing to distract 
the attention from the sensible stuff 
this car has always done so well. It 
was just enough to keep this Toyota 
competitive in the face of fine com¬ 
petition from the Mondeos, 

Insignias and Passats it was up 
against in the medium range seg¬ 
ment and this version of the car sold 
until a more far-reaching facelift 
was announced in mid-2015. 

What To Look For 

The Avensis has built an enviable 
reputation for reliability and this 
third generation car builds on it. 
Only a few very minor issues have 


surfaced that are covered under 
warranty. Our research has uncov¬ 
ered very few issues, some have 
had issues with EGR valves getting 
stuck and leading to an occasional 
loss of engine power (clean it with 
WD40 and problem is solved). In 
case you want to replace it, the 
price is £270. Otherwise, we found a 
report of a failed gearbox bearing 
after 40,000 miles (replacement cost 
£550) - and that’s about it. 

On The Road 

Here’s a car designed very much 
for the people who will drive it. 
Those who have to cover long dis¬ 
tances quickly and use the time 
while they do effectively. Little 
point then, in the range providing 
us with a ‘sporty’ model. But that 
doesn’t mean there isn’t plenty of 
punch across the engine line-up. 
Most are satisfied with the volume 
unit, the 124bhp 2.0-litre D-4D die¬ 
sel, which on the post-2011 model 
offered a beefier 310Nm torque fig¬ 
ure that delivered 20% more pull¬ 
ing power. 

You hardly have to stir the six- 
speed manual gearbox at all for 


instant poke in almost every gear. 
For those who are in search of a lit¬ 
tle more performance, there’s a 
148bhp 2.2-litre version of this unit, 
the main virtue of which is that it 
also offers an automatic gearbox 
option. 

Petrol people are becoming a little 
thin on the ground, but those who do 
want to fuel from the green pump 
have the option of a 145bhp 1.8-litre 
Valvematic variant, with drive 
either by 6-speed manual or 
Multidrive S auto transmission with 
steering wheel mounted paddle 
shifts. All of which is much as it was 
on the original post-2008 version of 
this third generation Avensis - as is 
the driving experience on offer, 
though those owners well familiar 
with earlier versions of this MK3 
model will be the first to appreciate 
the changes made to improve it. The 
suspension tweaks for example - 
though we can’t help feeling that 
these actually made the ride a touch 
less settled over the poorest surfac¬ 
es. It’s still great on the major routes 
though, an environment in which 
you’ll appreciate the useful strides 
forward Toyota made with the 


Avensis in this form when it comes 
to refinement. 

Overall 

We’ll cut straight to the chase here: 
the Avensis is well worth a look if 
you’re buying in the Mondeo medi¬ 
um range segment. If you can 
stretch to the improved 2011 to 2015- 
era version of the MK3 model that 
we’ve been looking at here, you’ll 
get a strong and sensible package. 

By improving efficiency and incor¬ 
porating some seriously impressive 
technology on board, Toyota forced 
this car back into class contention 
at its launch in 2011. True, it could 
still be more exciting, both to look at 
and to drive, but you can see why the 
Japanese brand wasn’t keen to go 
too far and upset the legions of cus¬ 
tomers attracted by the sensible 
charms of previous Avensis models. 
The company knows that the medi¬ 
um range market is closely fought 
and highly populated, with buying 
decisions often coming down to the 
smallest detail. And worryingly for 
some of its rivals, this car seems to 
have got many of the details that 
really matter just about right.

New Car Launch Model Of The Week

Efficiency you can warm to 



KIA needed a small Juke-style com¬ 
pact Crossover model. And it also 
wanted a hybrid able to appeal to 
buyers who can’t quite stretch to a 
Toyota Prius. The Niro smartly 
packages up both requirements into 
one potentially appealing product. 

Background 

For some time, Kia has known that 
it needed another small Crossover 
model to slot in below its strong-sell¬ 
ing Sportage. Yes, the brand has the 
Soul range, but that’s a little quirky 
for some tastes and it hasn’t proved 
as attractive to Juke and Captur 
buyers as the Korean brand would 
have liked. This Niro still won’t take 
on those kinds of cars in volume 
sales terms but it’s still likely to 
make quite an impact in this fast¬ 
growing segment. 

Why? Well this is the first hybrid 
car of this kind and Kia thinks it 
will appeal not only to Juke folk but 
also to customers who want a more 
affordable take on petrol/electric 
technology 

Driving Experience 

Under the bonnet lies a 1.6-litre 
petrol/electric hybrid powerplant 
of the non-plug-in variety The pet¬ 
rol unit puts out 102bhp and that’s 
bolstered by a 42bhp electric motor 
mounted on the transmission and 
the whole package is driven by a 


6-speed CVT auto gearbox. As you’d 
expect from a hybrid, regenerative 
braking is used to send power back 
to the battery, but Kia says it’s paid 
special attention to brake feel, 
reducing the grabby nature that you 
get from the brakes in other hybrids. 

The transmission is the latest ver¬ 
sion of Kia’s 6DCT ‘box, re-engi¬ 
neered specifically for use with the 
Niro’s advanced hybrid powertrain, 
delivering a more direct and imme¬ 
diate response - and a more enter¬ 
taining drive - than a traditional 
continuously-variable transmission 
would. The Niro’s 6DCT is able to 
shift gears automatically, while 
keener drivers can pull the gear 
lever towards them to put the car 
into Manual Sports mode and allow 
manual shifting. 

Design and Build 

The Niro occupies a new space 
within the brand’s model line-up in 
terms of its size. It’s 4,355mm in 
length, 1,800mm wide and 1,535mm 
tall, making it smaller overall than 
the brand’s larger Sportage 
Crossover, though occupying a larg¬ 
er footprint than the cee’d hatch¬ 
back. There’s nothing particularly 
exciting about the shape but it’s 
likely to chime with buyers in the 
compact Crossover segment and has 
a relatively sleek 0.29Cd drag factor. 

The relatively wide stance is 


intended to portray stability and a 
low centre of gravity. With a rela¬ 
tively long bonnet, short overhangs, 
elevated headlamps and rising 
shoulder line, the Niro’s styling is 
certainly a break away from more 
sensible Prius-style hybrid models. 

The silhouette tapers slightly 
towards the rear of the vehicle, end¬ 
ing in a subtle rear roof spoiler, ele¬ 
vated tail-lamps and a wide, 
squared-off rear bumper. Combined 
with bold wheel arches, the design 
places greater visual volume over 
the rear haunches. Inside, the cabin 
has been designed to give an impres¬ 
sion of space and modernity, with a 
wide dashboard and defined hori¬ 
zontal lines. The Niro follows the 
most recent Kia models in offering 
high quality, soft-touch materials 
throughout the interior. 

Market and Model 

Pricing hasn’t yet been announced, 
but you can expect it to be around 
the £20,000 mark. Expect the Niro to 
be well equipped with lots of tech¬ 
nology - things like a 7-inch touch¬ 
screen with Apple CarPlay and 
Android Auto. Plus there are safety 
features such as Blind Spot 
Detection with Rear Cross Traffic 
Alert and Lane Change Assist, 
Advanced Smart Cruise Control, 
Lane Departure Warning and 
Autonomous Emergency Braking. 


Kia’s Vehicle Stability Management 
(VSM) system is fitted as standard, 
helping to ensure stability under 
braking and cornering by carefully 
controlling the vehicle’s Electronic 
Stability Control and electric motor- 
driven power steering. If the system 
detects a loss of traction, VSM helps 
the driver to remain safely in con¬ 
trol of the vehicle. 

Cost of Ownership 

We should start by saying that this 
is a conventional hybrid rather than 
one of the Plug-in variety Kia can 
offer this technology - indeed it does 
so in the larger Optima model - but 
in order to keep the Niro’s price 
competitive, it isn’t currently avail¬ 
able here. So, how do the figures 
stack up? Well, this model’s headline 
efficiency figures can’t match those 
of Toyota’s Prius but they’re still 
pretty impressive: 73.6mpg on the 
combined cycle and 89g/km of C02. 

That’s achieved using some 
impressive tech. The Niro uses the a 
Lithium-Ion Polymer battery that is 
both compact and powerful - so 
much so that Kia has been able to do 
away with a 12v battery in the car. 

Kia has also developed a Predictive 
Energy Control system to use navi¬ 
gation data that predicts changes to 
the road ahead and maximises the 
efficiency of the hybrid system. 

The 1.56 kWh lithium-ion polymer 


battery pack is the lightest and most 
efficient pack used by Kia to date, 
with up to 50% higher energy densi¬ 
ty and 13% greater energy efficiency 
than the battery packs found in key 
rivals. Weighing just 33 kg, the 
Niro’s battery pack - with an 
advanced power relay - allows the 
battery to regenerate electrical 
energy under deceleration. 

Summary 

Matching hybrid power with 
Crossover trendiness was always 
going to make an appealing combi¬ 
nation and the Niro delivers exactly 
that. We’re a little disappointed that 
there are no more affordable con¬ 
ventionally-engined versions but 
that apart, we like the look of what’s 
on offer here.
